Article  4th. — To  determine  the  disposition  of  unex- 
pended appropriations. 

Article  5th. —  To  determine  what  sums  of  money  shall 
be  appropriated  for  Schools,  School-houses,  School  Books  and 
Supplies,  Highways  and  Bridges,  Sidewalks,  Removing  Snow, 
Horses  and  Drivers,  Town  Officers,  Town  House,  Hay  Scales, 
Fire  Department,  Insurance,  Street  Lighting,  Printing  and 
Stationery,  Spring  Grove  Cemetery,  MemorialDay,  State  Aid, 
Military  Aid,  Waterworks,  Interest   on  Bonds,  Funds,  and 


Notes,  State  Tax,  County  Tax,  Discount  on  Taxes,  Abate- 
ment of  Taxes,  Almshouse  Expenses,  Relief  out  of  Alms- 
house, Repairs  on  Almshouse,  and  other  town  charges  and 
expenses. 

Article  6th.  —  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Sewerage  Com- 
missioners and  act  thereon. 

Article  7th.  —  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
appropriate  for  the  construction  of  a  system  of  sewerage,  on 
a  petition  of  the  Sewerage  Commissioners. 

Article  8th.  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  Austra- 
lian Ballot  for  use  in  the  election  of  Town  Officers  on  petition 
of  John  N.  Cole  and  others. 

Article  9th.  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  two 
hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents  ($298.56) 
the  unexpended  balance  from  last  year,  to  complete  Morton 
Street  extension  as  per  plans  of  Engineer  Hale. 

Article  10th. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the 
sum  of  nine  hundred  dollars  (1900)  to  settle  unpaid  bills 
against  Abbott  Village  school  house. 

Articl  11th.  —  To  determine  the  method  of  collecting  the 
Taxes  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  12th. — To  fix  the  pay  of  the  Firemen  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  13th.  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  revise  and  accept 
the  List  of  names   for  Jurors,  prepared  and   posted  by  the 

Selectmen. 

Article  14th.  —  To  hear  and  act  on  the  Reports  of  the 
Selectmen  and  other  Town  Officers. 

Article  15th.  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150)  to  reimburse 
Silas  Buck  for  a  horse,  killed  in  the  service  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, on  petition  of  Charles  Greene  and  others. 

Article  16th.  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the 
sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  (#1200)  for  a  system  of  Fire 
Alarm,  on  petition  of  the  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  17th.  — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell  one 


of  the  Steam  Fire  Engines  on  petition  of  Lewis  T.  Hardy 
and  others. 

Article  18th.  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  purchase  a  Hose  Carriage  for  Ballard  Vale,  on 
petition  of  Chief  Engineer. 

Article  19th.  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  take  some  action 
in  regard  to  a  proper  observance  of  the  Two  Hundred  and 
Fiftieth  Anniversay  of  the  incorporation  of  Andover  as  a 
town,  which  will  occur  in  May,  1896. 

Article  20th. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discon- 
tinue the  Holt  District  School  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  transfer  the  scholars  to  the  Centre  schools  on  peti- 
tion of  the  School  Committee. 

Article  21st.  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Highway  Commission  to  have  the  Turnpike,  which  leads 
from  the  Lawrence  line  to  North  Reading  line,  laid  out  as  a 
State  Highway  at  the  expense  of  the  Commonwealth,  with 
the  understanding  that  the  Town  retain  control  of  the  same, 
according  to  Chapter  476,  Acts  of  1893. 

Article  22nd-  —  To  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  hire  money 
for  the  use  of  the  Town  when  necessary,  upon  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen. 

Article  23rd.  —  To  determine  the  amount  of  money  to  be 
raised  by  taxation  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  24th. — To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  the  meeting. 

Took  up  Article  1st. 
George  II.  Poor  was  elected  Moderator. 
Voted,  To  take  up  and  act  upon  Articles  2nd  and  3rd  to- 
gether. 

Voted,  To  close  the  polls  at  two  o'clock  p.  M. 

Voted,  That  the  Town  do  not  elect  a  board  of  health. 

Voted,,  To  choose  three  Field  Drivers. 

Voted,  To  choose  three  Fence  Viewers. 

Voted,  At  ten  minutes  before  two  o'clock  that  the  polls  be 


closed  in  five  minutes,  and  they  were  closed  at  five  minutes 
before  two. 

At  five  minutes  past  ten  o'clock  a.m.,  the  polls  were  opened 
and  the  meeting  proceeded  to  ballot  for  Town  Officers  and  to 
vote  on  the  Liquor  License  question,  two  voting  lists  for  each 
voting  precinct  being  required. 

The  Standard  cancelling  ballot  box  failed  to  work  properly 
audit  was  set  aside,  an  open  box  being  substituted  therefor  in 
taking  the  vote  on  the  Liquor  License  question. 

The  Moderator  appointed  Arthur  Bliss,  Samuel  H.  Bout- 
well,  John  S.  Stark,  J.  Warren  Berry,  Newton  Jaquith,  Jr., 
and  Walter  D.  Pearson,  as  tellers  of  votes  for  Town  Officers,

ters and  make  recommendations  in  1895,  same  to  be  printed 
in  next  annual  report.

Voted,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Free  Schools  in  the  South 
Parish  in  Andover  be  instructed  to  petition  the  General  Court 
for  leave  to  turn  over  the  funds  and  property  in  their  hands 
to  the  Town  of  Andover,  and  for  the  dissolution  of  their  cor- 
poration.

Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  directed  to  number  build- 
ings in  the  streets  of  the  town  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to 
secure  free  delivery  of  the  United  States  Mails,  and  that  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250)  be  appropriated 
therefor,  to  be  taken  from  any  appropriations  that  may  show 
unexpended  balances  to  that  amount  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year. 

Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  a  committee  to  revise  the 
By-Laws  and  present  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Voted,  That  the  meeting  be  dissolved.

REP0KT  OE  THE  SUPEBINTEHDENT  OP  STEEETS. 

To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Andover: 

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  present  my  fifth  annual  report  on 
Highways  and  Bridges. 

January  23,  1894,  we  began  work  near  the  Blanchard  place 
on  Phillips  Street.  Having  worked  four  days  we  were  obliged 
to  stop  on  account  of  winter's  setting  in,  and  no  more  work 
was  done  until  March  12.  Then  beginning  where  we  left  off 
in  January,  Phillips  Street  was  gravelled  to  Main  Street. 

March  IS*,  we  began  to  work  on  Park  Street.  This  street 
was  ploughed  and  then  put  in  shape  with  the  road  machine. 
After  this  the  stone  crusher  was  started  up  and  seven  hun- 
dred and  twenty  six  yards  of  broken  stone  were  used.  This 
street  was  stoned  from  Bartlett  Street  east  to  the  house  of  M. 
A.  Clement,  including  sidewalks,  and  cost  the  Highway  De- 
partment two  hundred  and  sixty-two  dollars  and  seventy-five 
cents.  A  grate  was  put  in  opposite  Florence  Street.  The 
sidewalk  was  continued  west  from  Bartlett  Street  to  Pike's 
tin  shop. 

Our  next  stone  work  was  begun  where  we  left  off  two  years 
ago,  near  the  house  of  B.  F.   Smith,  on  Central  Street.     We 
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stoned  as  far  as  the  Coburn  driveway,  using  four  hundred  and 
fifty-two  yards  of  stone. 

Essex  Street  has  been  patched  near  the  Catholic  Church, 
using  about  thirty-three  yards  of  stone.  The  street  has  also 
been  cleaned,  surface  and  gutters,  from  Brook  Street  to  Main 
Street. 

Main  Street  was  surveyed  from  the  southeast  corner  of  the 
Bank  building  to  Gleason's  corner.  The  sidewalk,  paved  gut- 
ter and  street  were  brought  to  grade.  The  old  roadbed  was 
dug  up,  screened  and  replaced.  This  required  about  twenty- 
five  yards  of  stone  from  the  pit.  The  electric  road  paid  for 
this.  Main  Street  has  also  been  cleaned,  surface  and  gutters, 
from  the  Square  to  Pun  chard  Avenue,  and  later,  after  the  re- 
volving screen  arrived,  the  depressions  in  the  street  were 
filled  with  fine  stones. 

Upper  Bartlstt  Street  lias  been  put  in  excellent  condition 
to  receive  a  good  coat  of  broken  stone,  and  the  west  sidewalk 
has  been  built  its  entire  length.  Morton  Street  lias  been  re- 
paired from  Bartlett  Street  to  Morton  Street  extension. 

The  street  leading  from  Salem  Street  to  the  Upton  place 
has  been  repaired  the  entire  length  to  the  street  south  of 
Milton  Jones'  place.  The  street  from  David  Hidden's  to 
Stephen  D.  Abbott's  place  has  been  repaired.  The  bushes 
have  been  cut  and  the  trees  trimmed  on  these  two  streets. 
Highland  Street  has  been  repaired  for  nearly  a  mile  north- 
east from  Salem  Street,  also  the  street  leading  from  Highland 
to  Salem  past  the  Charles  Blunt  place. 

Phillips  Street,  from  Blanchaid's  north-west,  has  been 
repaired  as  far  as  Central  Street  near  the  Torr  place.  The 
street  from  Phillips  to  Central  has  been  graveled.  Walnut 
Avenue  has  been  repaired  from  Elm  Street  to  Joseph  Brad- 
ley's. Repairs  were  made  on  the  street  leading  from  Dod 
son's  corner  across  the  Old  Railroad  to  the  North  Andover 
line.  The  street  from  Frye  Village,  nearly  to  the  West 
Church,  has  been  repaired.  Main  Street  has  been  widened 
from  Frye  Village  to  the  Lawrence  lire,  as  wide  as  the  tel- 
ephone posts  permitted,  and  the  low  places  graded.     The  old 
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road,  from  the  red  house  formerly  occupied  by  Henry  A. 
Hill,  nearly  to  the  Lawrence  line,  has  been  repaired. 

The  old  meeting  road  near  James  Abbott's  has  been  rc- 
repaired  as  far  as  the  corner  at  Daniel  Murphy's,  and  from 
Baker's  brook  to  a  point  near  the  house  of  Charles  Jameson. 
From  the  Coffin's,  formally  the  Morgan  place,  north  across 
Lowell  Street  to  the  four  corners  south  of  the  Goldsmith 
place,  and  also  from  said  corners  north-west  to  the  top  of 
Ball  Hill,  has  been  repaired.  Other  repairs  have  been  made 
between  the  houses  of  S.  H.  Boutwell,  Edward  Boutwell  and 
George  Hardy. 

A  catch  basin  and  grate  have  been  put  in  near  the  corner 
of  Morton  Street,  and  pipe  laid  underneath  to  the  brook  near 
the  house  of  G.  W.  Foster  on  Main  Street.  Another  has 
been  put  in  on  Central  Street  near  Brook  Street  and  piped 
underneath  to  Roger's  brook. 

The  west  sidewalk,  has  been  brought  to  grade  on  Florence 
Street,  from  Park  to  Elm  Street.  Gravel  has  been  put  on 
the  west  side  of  Maple  Avenue,  also  on  Elm  and  High  Streets. 
The  north  sidewalk  on  Central  Street  has  been  graveled 
from  L.  K.  Belknap's  to  the  house  of  B.  F.  Smith.  Small  jobs 
have  been  done  on  the  walks  on  several  other  streets. 

Essex  Street  has  been  re-surfaced  from  the  railroad  to  the 
river.  About  forty  yards  of  gravel  have  been  put  on  west  of 
Peter  D.  Smith's  on  Lowell  Street.  The  road  has  been 
repaired  from  Moore's  paint  shop  past  the  Burnham  place, 
leading  to  Joshua  Chandler's. 

Stones  have  been  raked  every  two  weeks,  gathered  up,  and 
either  carried  to  the  crusher,  or  piled  up  for  future  use.  The 
gutters  have  been  cleaned  about  the  centre  as  often  as  neeaed. 

At  Ballardvale,  River  Street  has  been  repaired  from  the 
Stott  house  to  the  Wilmington  line.  The  streets,  gutters, 
and  sidewalks  have  been  kept  in  repair  by  the  faithful  ser- 
vices of  John  Haggerty. 

The  bridge  at  Stevens  Mills  has  been  re-planked,  also  the 
one  over  the  river  near  Hartwell  Abbott's.  Slight  repairs 
have  been  made  on  Ballardvale  bridge. 
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Ten  new  guide  posts  and  two  dozen  boards  have  been 
placed  where  needed,  and  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  every- 
thing in  this  line  is  complete. 

Washington  Avenue  has  been  put  in  condition  to  be  maca- 
damized, and  portions  of  sidewalk  have  been  built  on  the 
east  side.     Morton  Street  extension  has  been  completed. 

Summer  Street  has  been  stoned,  from  the  divert  this  side 
of  Hutchinson's  place  nearly  to  the  lane  leading  to  Nathan 
F.  Abbott's,  requiring  one  hundred  and  ninety  yards  of  stone. 

We  have  to-day  at  the  spring  some  forty  or  fifty  yards  of 
broken  stone.  Work  has  been  done  for  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad,  for  the  electric  railroad,  and  for  Prof.  McCurdy. 
The  engine  has  been  let  to  James  Toy.  Road-wash  and 
manure  have  been  sold.  There  is  also  due  at  this  time  two 
hundred  dollars  for  use  of  engine  and  crusher  at  the  State 
Almshouse.

To  the  Board  op  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen,  —  In  compliance  with  the  regulation  of  the 
Fire  Department,  I  submit  the  following  report. 

The  force  of  the  Department  consists  of  four  engineers, 
twenty-two  members  of  Andover  Steamer,  Co.  No.  1,  and 
B.  F.  Smith  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck,  and  ten  members 
of  the  J.  P.  Bradlee  Hose  Co.,  No.  1. 

The  apparatus  consists  of  two  third  class  steam  fire-engines, 
with  hose-carriage  for  each,  one  two-horse  hose-carriage,  one 
hook  and  ladder  truck,  one  one-horse  hose  wagon,  and  one 
supply  wagon.

The  varied  and  valuable  work  of  tbe  Memorial  Hall  Li- 
brary has  gone  on  for  the  year  lS'.'-L  quietly,  regularly,  with- 
out interruption  or  special  innovation,  but  we  believe  to  the 
increasing  acceptance  ana  advantage  to  all  classes  of  the 
community. 

The  arrangement  for  special  delivery  of  books  in  the  re- 
moter districts  of  the  town,  inaugurated  during  the  year,  has 
satisfactory.  One  hundred  and  thirty-eight  cards 
have  been  taken  out  in  the  four  districts  vi.-ited  by  the  car- 
rier—  mostly  by  new  patrons  of  the  library — and  nearly 
~      oty-five  hundred  volumes  circulated. 

Many  :  the  :  bera  in  :he  public  schools  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  privilege  of  drawing  several  volumes  at 
once,  for  special  use  in  their  class  rooms.  A  coi^ideraole 
number  of  books  relating  to  the  temperance  reform  has  been 
recently  added  to  the  Library,  on  account  of  the  special  fund 
the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union. 

The  :.\;;:?es  have  received  during  the  year  from  the  estate 
of  the  late  Mr.  John  Cornell  bis  bequest  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  have  invested  the  same,  pending  its  appropriation  to 
the  purposes  specified  by  him.  A  donation  of  $102  has  also 
been  received  from  the  Andover  Farmers'  Club,  on  the  occa- 
sion  of  the  disbandment  of  that  organization. 

Maj.  George  T.  Clark,  a  native  of  Andover,  has  presented 
to  the  Library,  in  a  bound  form,  valuable  pamphlets  relating 
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to  the  early  history  of  the  u  Andover  and  Wilmington  Rail- 
road," an  example,  which  if  followed  by  other  past  or  present 
citizens  of  Andover,  might  secure  for  preservation  and  refer- 
ence documents  and  articles  of  special  interest  in  connection 
with  the  approaching  anniversary  celebration  of  the  town. 

Early  in  the  year  a  letter  was  received  from  Mrs.  John 
Byers,  generously  offering  to  furnish  a  complete  card  cata- 
logue of  the  Library.  This  offer  was  gratefully  accepted,  and 
an  accomplished  expert,  employed  by  her,  has  been  engaged 
for  several  months  in  preparing  the  catalogue,  which  will 
be  probably  finished  during  the  present  year.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

I  herewith  present  my  report  for  the  year  ending  Janu- 
ary 15,  1895.  An  examination  of  the  financial  report  will 
show  that  considerable  money  has  apparently  been  spent  on 
construction  account,  but  owing  to  the  amonnt  of  work  which 
has  been  done  for  private  parties,  the  receipts  have  been  cor- 
respondingly large,  and  the  cash  on  hand  for  construction  is 
probably  all  that  will  be  needed  for  ordinary  purposes  this 
year.  There  has  been  laid  48  feet  of  8-inch  and  100  feet  of 
6-inch  pipe  in  town  ways.  An  8"  fire  pipe  has  been  laid 
across  the  Shawsheen  River  from  Mineral  Street  to  Smith  & 
Dove  Manufacturing  Co.'s  yard.  It  is  proposed  to  extend 
this  pipe  to  connect  with  the  6-inch  already  laid  from  Essex 
Street.  Owing  to  delay  in  the  arrival  of  castings,  this  work 
will  not  be  completed  until  spring,  and  will  be  properly  re- 
corded in  next  year's  report. 

There  have  been  received  54  applications  for  service  pipes, 
and  53  have  been  laid.  The  usual  schedule  of  this  work  is 
presented.  There  have  been  set  38  meters  of  various  patterns. 
Following  list  shows  number,  size,  and  kind  in  use.

Maintenance. 

We  are  now  furnishing  water  for  40  stores  and  offices,  9 
dormitories,  15  stables,  6  greenhouses,  6  club  houses,  5 
churches.  7  buildings  for  manufacturing  purposes,  3  laun- 
dries, 1  hotel,  3  schools,  1  library,  1  hall,  1  athletic  ground, 
2  eating  houses,  2  depots,  and  775  families.  The  town  is 
furnished  with  water  for  the  town  house,  town  farm,  Memo- 
rial Hall,  town  stables,  2  engine  houses,  5  school  houses,  6 
drinking  fountains,  4  stand  pipes  for  street  sprinkling,  and 
178  hydrants. 

The  works  have  been  kept  up  to  their  usual  standard.  The 
pumps,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  records,  have  fallen  somewhat 
from  their  usual  standard  and  should  receive  a  thorough 
overhauling.  It  being  possible  to  shut  down  for  a  short  time 
only,  it  is  neither  desirable  or  economical  to  make  extensive 
repairs  until  a  second  pump  has  been  put  in.  I  would  there- 
fore recommend  that  a  modern  high  duty  pumping  engine  be 
purchased  and  erected. 

In  making  this  recommendation  I  wish  to  be  thoroughly 
understood.     The    pumps    that   are    now   in    are   of  ample 
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capacity,  in  fact  will  pump  all  the  water  that  the  main  pipe 
can  carry  with  safety.  The  reasons  for  calling  for  a  second 
pump  are  the  impossibility  of  putting  the  present  pumps  into 
proper  condition  until  some  means  is  provided  for  furnishing1 
the  town  with  water  in  case  the  pumps  are  not  in  condition 
to  run.  As  is  well  known  to  the  Coumissioners.  I  have  at 
various  times  during  the  past  two  years  been  obliged  to  work 
night  and  day  to  keep  them  in  condition  to  pump  water,  and 
although  there  has  been  no  trouble  but  what  has  been  over- 
come without  inconvenience  to  the  water  consumers,  the 
anxiety  and  uncertainty  as  to  what  the  result  might  be,  has 
been  fully  understood  by  the  Board.  A  further  reason  is  the 
entire  lack  of  appliances  to  supply  the  town  in  case  of  a  break- 
down which  would  take  two  or  more  days  to  repair.  The 
town  is  now  using  an  average  of  325,000  and  at  times  as  high 
as  600,000  gallons  of  water  per  day,  at  which  rate  a  full 
reservoir  would  last  but  two  days,  and  failure  of  the  pumps 
might  mean  not  only  serious  inconvenience,  but  in  case  of 
fire  heavy  financial  loss. 

Another  reason  not  entering  so  seriously  into  the  question 
is  the  economy  of  running  the  pumping  station.  The  com- 
parative value  of  modern  high  duty  pumping  engines  and  or- 
dinary duplex  pumps  will  be  better  understood  by  examina- 
tion of  the  conditions  under  which  the  present  pumps  are 
running.  We  are  pumping  water  at  a  velocity  of  210  feet 
per  minute  through  a  12-inch  pipe  line  5  1-2  miles  long 
against  a  total  pressure  of  140  pounds  per  square  inch  ;  of 
this  140  pounds,  96  is  static  and  44  frictional.  If  from  any 
cause,  such  as  a  break  in  the  pipe,  the  opening  of  a  hydrant 
or  stand  pipe,  an  opening  of  any  size  occurs,  the  frictional 
resistance  is  reduced  and  to  compensate  for  this  loss  the 
velocity  must  increase  to  balance  the  steam  pressure,  and  if 
an  attendant  were  not  constantly  on  the  alert  the  probability 
is  that  the  piston  would  run  through  the  cylinder  heads. 

With  an  engine  with  crank  fly  wheel  and  Corliss  valve 
gear  this  danger  is  avoided,  as  the  engine  adjusts  its  speed 
in  the  same  manner  that  a  Corliss  engine  does  its  speed  in 
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mill  or  electrical  work.  The  difference  in  maintenance  fig- 
ured on  the  basis  of  pumping  for  last  year  will  be  as  follows  :

Balance  in  favor  of  high  duty  pump.  #88  00  per  year 

Tiiese  figures  are  for  pumping  117,847,305  gallons  of  water. 
As  the  pumping  increases  the  balance  in  favor  of  a  high  duty 
engine  grows  larger.  As  it  will  take  some  time  to  build  an 
engine  and  erect  it,  definite  action  should  be  taken  as  soon 
as  possible.
